With medical 
accolades and numerous pageant 
experiences under her belt. Dr. Tiffiny 
Yang proves that beauty and brains 
can go hand in hand. 

Do you view beauty or brains as 
the more important one? 

I think both brains and beauty are 
equally important! Doing well in 


school or in one’s career does not 
preclude one from looking good. In 
fact, I think they are complementary, 
research has shown that good-looking 
people tend to do better in school and 
at work. I guess it’s because of the 
confidence they exude. Once you feel 
good about yourself, you don’t have to 
worry about anything else other than 
work itself. 

What are the qualities one 
require to become successful? 

Zest for life and oodles of hard work! 
This may sound cliche but there is no 
substitute for hard work. As Polish- 
American cosmetics entrepreneur 


Helena Rubinstein puts it, “There are 
no ugly women, only lazy ones.” 

Looking beautiful and taking good 
care of one’s skin takes effort - the 
exact same qualities one would 
require to do well in school or in 
one’s career. 

What are the most popular 
aesthetics procedures for those 
below 25 years old? 

A good number of my under- 
25 patients come for acne and acne 
scar laser removal to remove pitted 
scars, facial lasers and our signature 


non-invasive V-face shape 
treatment - as the name suggests, 
it’s a non-invasive procedure to slim 
a person’s face. 

Amongst these, I think the treatment 
of acne and removal of acne scars via 
medical lasers are the most popular 
amongst my under-25 patients. 

The treatment is clinically 
effective with only a little or 
no downtime. 

Are these considered 
plastic surgery? 

I don’t think facial fillers, lasers or 
V-face slimming procedures are 
considered plastic surgery. Plastic 
surgery entails something more 
invasive and irreversible, and are the 
type of procedures that will require 
months of recovery time. 

That’s the beauty of non-invasive 
aesthetics procedures - almost no 
down time is expected most of 
the time. 

What do you like about 
your job? 

The job satisfaction that comes with 
seeing my patients return to me with 
a newfound confidence in themselves. 
Just recently, I had a 23-year old 
client who said that she hated her 
rectangular-shaped, boxy face and 
that she preferred a gentle and 
feminine face. I did a V-face slimming 
procedure for her and when she came 
back for her review, she was beaming 
with confidence.

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Have you tried any oi the 
procedures? 

Of course I do try some of. my 
own treatments. I love the fact 
that these are non-invasive, non- 
plastic surgery treatments to 
improve or enhance one’s 
appearance without changing it 
beyond recognition. 


What is your skincare regime like? 

I always put sunblock when I go out. 

Sun damage is the number one reason 
why your skin ages prematurely. 


In the evening before I go to bed, I use 
Tiffiny Yang Secret, my own formulated 
anti- aging serum containing 1.5 per 
cent retinol and 2.5 per cent matrixyl.

Meanwhile, Han, Leia and crew are 
attacked by the Imperial Fleet and resort 
to hiding in an asteroid field, unaware of 
bounty hunter Boba Fett tracking them 
down on Vader’s orders. Han leads the 
group to Cloud City, a colony run by his 
friend Lando Calrissian, who betrays 
them to Vader. Han is taken into Boba 
Fett’s custody to claim bounty from his 
enemy, Jabba the Hutt - unbeknownst 
to Luke, who rushes to save them after 
having a premonition of his injured 
friends. Luke and Vader engage in a 
lightsaber duel, and after he refuses to 
join the dark side, Vader reveals that he 
is in fact, Luke’s father. Upon which Luke 
flings himself down an airshaft, but is 
saved by Leia.

Delving into Darth Vader’s backstory, we 
watch Jedi apprentice Anakin Skywalker’s 
slow descent into becoming Vader. An 
assassination attempt on Senator Padme 
Amidala’s life has Obi-Wan Kenobi tasked 
to capture her would-be killer and Anakin 
as her bodyguard. This leads to Anakin 
and Padme falling in love. 




The entire Star Wars ^ 
saga consists three portions, 
the original Star Wars trilogy, 
a prequel, and a sequel. 
Released in that uery order, 
each timeline is a trilogy in 
itself. It is set "a long time ago, 
in a galaxy far, far away*', 
where alien creatures, droids 


Meanwhile, Obi-Wan discovers an army 
of clones produced by the Republic (the 
supposed good side, led by Supreme 
Chancellor Palpatine). The clones are 
based off bounty hunter Jango Fett, 
who was hired to kill Padme, and in 
cahoots with Count Dooku, leader 
of the Seperatists - who is building a 
droid army of his own. When Obi-Wan 
is captured by the Seperatists while 
trying to warn the Jedi Council, Anakin 
and Padme try to rescue him, but they 
are caught and sentenced to death. A 
lightsaber duel ensues between Obi-Wan 
and Anakin against Dooku, in which the 
latter severs Anakin’s arm.

Yoda saves the day and Dooku flees to 
his Sith master, Darth Sidious’ side. 

In the end, we see Anakin being fitted 
with a robotic arm and marrying Padme 
in secret.

Obi-Wan and Anakin are missioned 
to save Palpatine from Count Dooku, 
unaware of it being the former’s scheme. 
Spoiler alert; Palpatine is actually Darth 
Sidious, who instigated the Clone War 
to gain power over the Republic. During 
his rescue, Palpatine persuades Anakin 
to murder Count Dooku. Subsequently, 
Anakin draws closer to Palpatine, who 
tempts him with knowledge on how 
to save Padme’s life by using the dark 
side of the Force. Another spoiler: she’s 
pregnant and Anakin has visions of 
her dying in childbirth. Desperate, he 
succumbs to Palpatine/ Darth Sidious, 
who dubs him Darth Vader. Vader then 
assists Sidious on a Jedi-killing spree. 

By then, Obi-Wan and Padme find out, 
and she confronts him. During which, he 
Force-chokes her into unconsciousness. 
Obi-Wan and Vader battle, which ends 
with Obi-Wan severing his limbs and 
leaving him for death, although Sidious 
later ‘repairs’ him with cybernetic limbs

(Leia and Luke!!!!), and are separated for 
their safety.

Luke and crew endeavour to rescue 
Han Solo from Jabba the Hutt. Leia 
disguises herself as a bounty hunter, but 
is enslaved after releasing Han. After a 
long battle, they escape, but not before 
Leia strangles Jabba. Back in safety, Luke 
finds out from a dying Yoda and Obi- 
Wan’s spirit that Vader is indeed Luke’s 
father, and that Leia is his twin sister. 
Also, that Luke has to save the galaxy 
by defeating his own father. While the 
rebels try to destroy a new version of the 
Death Star, Luke decides to surrender, 
attempting to bring Vader away from the 
dark side. Emperor Palpatine in turn tries 
to lure Luke by angering him, forcing him 
into a battle with Vader, which ends with 
him severing his father’s prosthetic arm. 
Palpatine asks Luke to replace Vader by 
killing him, but he refuses. The Emperor 
then tortures Luke with Force lightning, 
but is saved by Vader who had a change 
of heart. But Vader is mortally wounded 
during the fight and dies in Luke’s arms. 


Meanwhile, the rebels succeed in 
destroying the Death Star and defeating 
the Empire.

IWo stellar entrepreneurs in their own right, 
Nanyang Polytechnic (NYP) graduates Lim Chian Song and 
Tan Tse Yong are fast making a name for themselves in the 
industry. But whaUs the secret to their start-up success? 



As an aspiring game 
programmer, NYP s Diploma 
in Digital Entertainment 
Technology was a perfect match 
for Lim Chian Song. ‘There was 
no other polytechnic offering 
game development courses, so 
we were the first batch for our 
generation,” he states. “We were 


able to learn from lecturers 
who were from the game 
industry as they imparted their 
experiences to us.” 

Most graduates would solely 
focus on their studies, but Chian 
Song had a bigger dream ahead: 
starting a game development 
company. The idea was sparked 
by partners Chin Yong Kian and 
Jonathan Ong during their time 
in NYP, and they were later joined 
by Chian Song to make their 
dream into a reality. 

The trio formed Rotten 
Mage after completing their 
undergraduate studies in 2013, 
but running a business wasn’t as 
easy as they thought. “We had no 
real vision on what we wanted to 


do. We just knew we wanted to 
create fun, entertaining games,” 
says Chian Song, “We started 
out with tiny web-based games 
before working on a bigger 
project titled Blue Giant, which 
had to be scraped as it was too 
massive for us. But it led to the 
birth of Spacejacked and that’s 
when we truly found Rotten 
Mage’s identity.” 

Spacejacked bagged the ‘Best 
Linux Game’ award in the 2015 
Intel Level Up Contest recently. 
Meanwhile, the team is planning 
to launch the game in early 
2016 and will be looking into 
improving the features and 
graphics. Also, they hope to make 
the game available on game 
console systems in the future. 



From a star student to the boss 
of three lucrative ventures. Tan 
Tse Yong built a multi-million 
health and wellness empire after 
graduating from NYP in 2004. But 
what’s unexpected was that this 
former Junior College student 
once struggled with his grades. 

“I failed the General Paper at 


the GCE ‘A’ Level,” Tse Yong 
confesses, but it proved to be a 
good wake-up call. “This setback 
taught me that my worth in life 
was not to be determined by a 
piece of paper.” 

After completing National 
Service, Tse Yong went to pursue 
Diploma in Sport and Wellness 
Management in NYP. It was 
there that he met his business 
partner, Steve Chan. With the 
encouragement from their 
lecturers, the duo went into 
gym management business and 
in 2010, they launched FitLion, 
a sports nutrition superstore to 
promote healthy living. Their 
decision to enter e-commerce 
paid off, with the brand emerging 
as the top sports nutrition online 


retailer in Singapore and is 
expecting a projected sales of $1 0 
million this year. They also own 
seven gym outlets and recently 
started their food business arm. 
The Protein Cafe. 

Crediting his achievements to 
his alma mater, he recalls how 
NYP had “prepared me to handle 
the different aspects of business 
like human resource, finance 
and logistics”. He also picked 
up networking and analytical 
skills, which provided a strong 
foundation for his businesses. Tse 
Yong is enjoying a tidal wave of 
success and it’s poised to grow 
even bigger. “We hope to go 
beyond the borders to establish 
ourselves in the region, such as 
Malaysia, Taiwan and China.”

YEONG IS A MULTI-TALENTED DESIGNER WHO CAN CREATE 
BEAUTIFUL GRAPHICS, WEAVE WITTY TAGLINES AND CRAFT 
ATTENTION-GRABBING ARTWORK. HERE’S HOW SHE DOES IT ALL 


Budding designer and SP student Joanna Yeong is a jack-of-all-trades - she 
can create mesmerising original designs, shoot and edit videos, write a 
professional copy to sell products, and even develop interactive 3D artwork. 
It’s hard to imagine then, that she didn’t possess any of these skills three 
years ago when she first stepped into SP. In fact, the 20-year-old had a tough 
time deciding where she wanted to go after her ‘O’ Levels. 


“Back when I was taking my ‘O’ Levels, I wasn’t sure of what I wanted to do in 
the future. I’m not very good in subjects like math and science,” says Joanna, 
who was from Xinmin Secondary School. Her older sister, an SP alumna, then 
introduced her to the Diploma in Visual Communication and Media Design 
(DVMD) course. DVMD, which teaches students how to design beautiful 
graphics and create eye-catching branding advertisements for products, was 
something new and interesting to Joanna. While she initially had her doubts 
about joining the course as she didn’t have any background in design, Joanna 
decided to put her worries aside and go for it. 


Now in her final year, Joanna is well-equipped to join the creative industry, 
having gone through foundation modules that impart design, illustration and 
writing skills to students. Describing how DVMD provides her with a “whole 
package” of skills useful to a professional in the creative industry, she says: 





“We go through a variety of modules which cover fields like 
branding and advertising. For instance, you get to learn how to 
manage a company’s brand image, design logos, and come up 
with advertisements that connect with the target audience.” 

For Joanna, the best and most fulfilling part of being in DVMD 
- besides having no exams - is being able to bring her ideas 
into life in the form of artworks or projects. For instance, 
she recently created a 3D art installation titled ‘Urban Gods’ 
with fellow classmate Janice as part of the New Media Design 
elective module. Joanna explains: “The concept behind 
the project is that in our daily life, people can easily find 
information online using Google and other phone applications 
but we don’t really appreciate what we have right now. We just 
take our ease of information for granted. Thus, we created a 
cloud-shaped installation hanging high above which requires 
people to look up and pull a string down in order to read 
the messages. In getting people to look up at the cloud and 
receive messages, it symbolises people actively asking for 
the information instead of it being handed to them.” Their 
completed installation was recently showcased at the Urban 
[Underscore] Exhibition at the National Design Gentre. 


It’s not always a bed of roses however, as design students like 
Joanna have their own share of challenges. For instance, while 
they don’t have exams, DVMD students have to do several 
projects and assignments each semester. “My friends who went 
to other poly courses tell me that it’s good to be in my course, 
as there are no exams. However, we have plenty of projects and 
sometimes face sleepless nights when we have to rush them 
out, so it can be rather stressful,” she says. To cope with multiple 
project deadlines, Joanna learned to prioritise projects that are 
more urgent and work on each assignment one at a time. 

While school assignments can keep Joanna busy, the active 
student manages to find time for pursuits outside of classes. 
Before starting her final year at SP, Joanna put her design skills 
to use during a seven-week internship at brand consultancy 
company Toolbox Design, where she assisted in designing the 
company’s projects. She is also a member of The Student Agency, 
a student-run integrated design and branding agency in SP 
which provides opportunities for students to work on real clients 
projects. For instance, Joanna is currently in a team of students 
developing the creative campaign for SP Open House 2016. 



Joanna is also a member of the Gurrent Affairs and Debating 
Glub, which organises inter-school debating competitions and 
freshmen orientation camps for SP students. “I think I’m just very 
kaypoh, I like to explore different clubs and make new friends,” 
she adds with a laugh. 

If you’re looking to join SP’s Design School, Joanna recommends 
checking out the school’s sleek new building with plenty of 
greenery, recreational spaces and overlapping classrooms where 
students can hang out after class. The school building isn’t 
just beautiful, it was awarded the Building and Gonstruction 
Authority’s Green Mark Platinum Award for being an 
environmentally friendly space for students!

No matter if you’re on an education 
overseas exchange or a fun holiday 
\A/ith your mates - the lack of parental 
supervision tends to tempt one into 
trying out things you’re not supposed to. 
More often leading to dire, if not deadly 
consequences. 

In October this year, a tertiary student was 
sentenced to six months in prison for the 
consumption of drugs in Amsterdam, The 
Netherlands, as well as the possession of 
cannabis, while on an seemingly innocent 
trip there with friends. 

Four years ago, an Australian teenager 
was arrested for buying marijuana 
from a street dealer in Bali, which led 
to a 6 1 -day detention. After his 
release, he warned others not to 
commit the same mistakes he did, 
and described the two-month long 
ordeal as “a nightmare”. 

The lesson here? With the availability 
of drugs, your environment and even 
peer pressure, it’s easy to fall prey to the 
temptation of substance abuse. And even 
though you may be physically overseas, 
the laws against drug abuse come with 
an extra-territorial effect. Which means 
that you can still be convicted even if you 


consumed illegal substances outside of 
Singapore. You can be imprisoned for up to 
1 0 years, fined for up to $20,000, or both. 


HARMFUL EFFECTS 
OF DRUGS 


Law-breaking aside, these drugs can end 
up causing irreversible and permanent 
damage to the body. Some even contain 
toxic substances like battery acid, 
drain cleaner and antifreeze during the 
manufacturing process, which cause 
skin irritation, damage to internal organs 
when ingested, and even death. Even 
though ‘plant-based’ drugs like heroin 
and cannabis are thought to be less 
harmful, the truth is heroin consists an 
ingredient used in the manufacturing of 
rat poison, while cannabis contains up to 
70 per cent more cancer-causing agents 
than tobacco. 

The next time someone suggests 
taking drugs while overseas, remember 
the legal and health consequences 
that follows. 


Say no to drugs. If you have 
been approached to buy drugs 
or wish to report in/ormation 
regarding the sale of drugs, 
contact the Central Narcotics 
Bureau (CNB) at i8oo 325 6666.
